Charles Alfred Scudding, were finally 
rescued and brought to the surface, for he is a noted physician and all his 
fife has faced emergencies and death. Down there in the dark tomb, wet, 
with death facing them for ten days, they never wavered in courage. 
T was Impressed with the reported first words of Dr. Robertson as he 
was carried from the mine by sturdy m iners who had for so long toiled to 
; save the entombed men. “T hank you. boys." he said. And when the tired 
I old miners were interviewed by newspaper men after the rescue, they 
merely stated: “We don’t want publicity. 
We just w anted to get the 
men out.” 
I know the type of Nova Scotia miners, fisher folk, and farm ers, and 
I knew that were it a possible thing, the trapped men would be rescued! 
Born, not in the lap of luxury and ease, but under circum stances calling 
for courage and self-reliance, those miners rang true to form . The saving 
of hum an life, to them, has always m eant more th an acclaim and mere 
gold. 
No man who followed this hum an dram a, as it was being enacted, can 
fail to gain courage from its enactm ent—courage to live, and courage to 
serve We should all hold oui- heads a little higher in pride for such heroes 
and thus ourselves be the better prepared to serve when called.
